Successful recovery of a com¬ 
plete satellite, as planned, has 
vital applications for Project 
Dynasoar, a vehicle that will be 
able to glide down from orbit 
and land like a plane. Discover¬ 
ers may never have wings, but 
their capsules are solving some 
of Dynasoar’s atmospheric re¬ 
entry problems. 

One question Discoverer 
critics are beginning to ask is 
this: With Midas and Samos so 
near — they’re due to begin go¬ 
ing aloft from the West Coast 
early next year — why con¬ 
tinue with Doscoverer? 

A high placed source answers 
it this way: 

No one knows how Russia is 
going to react to the presence 
of Midas and Samos in the 
skies. She may match them with 
similar satellites or her own, or 
she may elect lo try to knock 
ours down. 

In either case it would be 
wise to know what is inside 
future Russian satellites.
